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NCARB'S BUILDING DESIGN 
FORMAT WILL CHANGE TO MULTIPLE 
VIGNETTES NEXT JUNE 


The National Council of Architectural Registration Boards’ 
(NCARB) single design problem, which has been part of the 
Building Design examination formore than 60 years, will change 
to multiple vignettes after the December 1993 administration of 
the Architect Registration Exam (A.R.E.). The new format will 
be a series of six vignettes desi gned to cover a broader range of 
subjects, reduce the amount of testing time and produce more 
reliable scores. From June 1994 through June 1996 these vi- 
gnettes will be administered in the present paper-and-pencil 
format. Beginning in early 1997 these vignettes, along with all 
other divisions of the A.R.E., will be administered on computer. 

"Changing the format of the building design examination to a 
multi-vignette format will allow NCARB to further its mission of 
protecting the public's health, safety and welfare by improving 
the reliability of the examination scores," says Jeffrey F. Kenney, 
Director of Examinations Development. 

Exam candidates indirectly determine the level of difficulty of 
the problem based on their planning skills. “Candidates whohave 
good planning skills will create an easier structural integration 
problem, because their building is simpler," says Kenney, “putif 
the candidates have poor planning skills, they will most likely 
create a more difficult structural integration problem for them- 
selves.” 

Kenney says that registration boards need to be absolutely 
certain that candidates have entry-level architectural abilities, 
such as space planning or structural integration. The only way to 
be certain is to ensure that every candidate solves the same 
problem. This doesn’t mean to suggest that the candidate who 
now shows poor planning skills—thereby creating a more 
difficult structural problem—will necessarily pass a vignette- 
based examination due to an easier structural vignette. “In fact,” 
says Kenney, “what we now speculate—poor abilities in one area 
mean poor abilities in other areas—may prove to be true, but we 
won't be speculating; we'll know.” 

In 1994 Division C: Building Design will be administered on 
Thursday, June 16 and Tuesday, December 13. Candidates will 
be given 12 continuous hours to complete the six vignettes. 
Recommended times for each vignette will be provided, but it is 
up to each candidate to schedule his or her own time. The entire 
series of vignettes was designed to be completed in 10 hours, but 
candidates will continue to have 12 hours of testing time. 

The six vignettes that will be administered in 1994 include the 
following: Block Diagram, Schematic Design (Floor Plans), 
Structural Plan, Mechanical and Electrical Plan, Building Sec- 
tion and Accessibility. Descriptions of each of these vignettes 
will be provided in the NCARB Circular of Information No. 2 
(available from registration boards in January 1994) and the 1994 
edition of NCARB’s Architect Registration Exam Handbook 
(available from AIA Colorado in late 1993) will also include 
examples of the new vignettes. 
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The National Council of Architectural Registration Boardsis 
the national organization of state registration boards regulating 
the practice of architecture and is dedicated to assisting these 
member state registration boards in carrying out their duties and 
to providing a certification program for individual architects.

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STAPLETON REDEVELOPMENT: 
CREATING A NEW SUSTAINABLE VISION 
Part of the 1993 AIA Colorado Design Conference 


Stapleton International Airport was once only sand hills, high 
plains grasslands and small canals and creeks used by Native 
Americans and later by farmers and ranchers. In 1929, Stapleton 
was born as an airfield serving propeller-driven aircraft. By the 
1960s, Stapleton had evolved into one of the world's largest and 
busiest aviation complexes. Now, this 7.5 Square mile area will 
undergo another dramatic transformation. 

In the mid-1980s, Denver voters approved a bond issue to 
build a new airport and replace Stapleton. In 1989, a group of 
Denver citizens formed the Stapleton Redevelopment Foun- 
dation as a civic vehicle to promote investment and participa- 
tion in the redevelopment process. This group seeks to realize 
the highest economic and social benefits for the community. 

In 1993, this Foundation and the City of Denver formed a 
partnership to plan, market and develop the Stapleton site. The 
partners are committed to the goals of involving the community 
in the redevelopment process, making sure that the activity on 
the site promotes the health and vitality of surrounding neigh- 
borhoods and using the principles of sustainable design. The 
partners hope to build a model environmental communityon site 
and use the environment as an engine for economic develop- 
ment. The Foundation will oversee the master planning process 
over the next year and they have selected leading architecture, 
urban design and planning firms to help develop this plan. 

At the 1993 Design Conference, Jennifer Moulton, AIA, 
Denver's Director of Planning and Community Development, 
will lead a panel discussion on the vision that is needed for the 
redevelopment of Stapleton on Saturday, December 4th at the 
Broadmoor. Each of the panelists will bring a different dimen- 
sion to the discussion. Panelists will include members of the 
planning consultants team: Alex Cooper, principal of Cooper 
Robertson & Partners of New York City (the firm does large 
Scale projects such as Disney Celebration in Osceola, Florida) 
and Carol Franklin of Andropogon Associates, Ltd. in Philadel- 
phia (the firm does projects that require adaptive re-use and 
restoration of natural, historic and degraded landscapes). The 
panel will also include Stapleton Redevelopment Foundation 
CEO, Tom Gougeon, board member Sam Gary and Jonathan 
Rose, developer of the historic Denver Dry Building in down- 
town Denver.

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NEW RESEARCH SUGGESTS 
CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM FOR FUTURE 
OF ARCHITECTS 
CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY 
From the AIA Public Affairs Office 


A significant percentage of businesses and institutions are 
planning construction projects in the next 18 months or so, 
suggesting cautious optimism in the construction industry. In a 
recent study conducted by The Roper Organization for the 
American Institute of Architects, 53 percent of the business, 
health-care, educational, and nonprofit professionals surveyed 
said they are planning to undertake some sort of renovation work 
in the next year-and-a-half, and 36 percent indicated they plan 
new construction in the same time period. 

“Historically the construction industry has been a good indi- 
cator for the direction of the economy as à whole,” said James 
P. Cramer, Hon. AIA, CEO of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. “While many regions of the country are still facing hard 
times, we are encouraged by the results for the bigger picture.” 

The Americans with Disabilities Act(ADA), is very much on 
the minds of business and institutional professionals. Many 
respondents have already made some modification to their 
facility: About a third have installed ramps, a quarter have made 
rest-room improvements, and nearly another quarter are cur- 
rently remodeling. More than 20 percent are currently evaluat- 
ing what changes, if any, are needed to their facility, suggesting 
that the АРА will continue to be an impetus for renovation. 


Other key findings in the survey include: 


+ Architects are held in high esteem. More than 91 
percent of the survey respondents said they have 
either a high or a fairly good opinion of architects. 
Among 14 professions respondents were asked 
about, architects were ranked in the top third. 


+ Institutional and business clients alike place а greater 
priority on building functions than on aesthetics. Of 
the 10 design/building items asked about, more than 
90 percent of respondents rated fire- and life-safety 
systems, air quality ina facility, the efficiency of the 
facility, and lighting as major priorities. 


+ When selecting architects for projects, clients said 
they look first for professionals who listen and

The study was based on 808 telephone interviews with the 
most senior executive responsible for construction decisions in 
medium-size businesses as well as health-care, educational, and 
nonprofit institutions. The survey was conducted between April 
15 and May 17, 1993.
